'MEET MY 
HERO DAD' 



PROUD Gregory Piechowicz has hailed 
his father, Andrzej, a hero after the 54- 
year-old pulled a neighbour from a 
blazing flat on Sunday evening. 

The 26-year-old was full of praise after his 
bakery worker dad went into the basement 
flat that was filling with deadly smoke from a 
chip fire. 

Firefighters said if it had not been for the 
brave actions of Mr Piechowicz, the outcome 
could have been "far worse" for his 60-year- 
old West Street neighbour. No-one went to 
hospital. 

Translating for his Polish father, Mr 
Piechowicz said: "My dad went outside for a 
cigarette and heard someone screaming. 

"He ran to see what was going on. People 
were screaming: 'We are going to burn. We 
are going to burn'." 

With the help of another neighbour, Mr 
Piechowicz set about getting the man to 
safety. 

The warehouse worker said his father 
grabbed the man by the collar and dragged 
him to safety. "He ran inside and saw a guy in 
there dazed and confused, so he dragged him 
outside. 

"The man was not aware of what was 
happening around him." 

Then his father, who lives next door with 
wife, Danuta, ran back inside to put out the 
blaze with a fire extinguisher. 

Fire crews and paramedics then arrived 
and the occupant and his father were treated 
at the scene for smoke inhalation, along with 


the other neighbour. He said: "I am very 
proud of my dad. He is kind of a hero. He 
probably saved his neighbour's life." 

Banbury Fire Station's Danny Hicks said 
"This incident could have had a far worse 
outcome for the resident of the flat. 

"Thanks to the actions of two of his 
neighbours, who noticed the smoke and 
removed him from the property, he was able 


to be treated at the scene for smoke 
inhalation only." 

He said: "The premises had no working 
smoke alarms and we urge everyone to have 
these fitted in their homes and check they are 
working once a week. We would also like to 
remind people to only use suitable chip pans 
with a lid - and to never leave cooking 
unattended."

Cherwell District Council car parks. Charges 
were controversially introduced for disabled 
blue badge holders and for all drivers in the 
evenings from April 4 last year. 

But the Local Government Ombudsman last 
week said the drivers who were later fined 
would have had no reason to go to a ticket 
machine, where the new prices were 
explained. 

Ms Davies, a Hook Norton resident, was 
fined for not paying when she parked in a 
marked bay at The Mill Arts Centre, 
Spiceball Park Road, Banbury, on 
April 11. 

The 47-year-old, who works for 
Oxford-based charity Young 
Dementia, said: "There was nothing 
around to tell me anything had 
changed. I was appalled. 

"Who is going to go to the ticket 
machine if they think it's free? I was 
disgusted. I felt it was like verging on 
entrapment." 

She lost an appeal against the fine 
at the council the following month, 
with bosses saying they had publi¬ 
cised the change in parking fees by 
issuing press notices, met community 
groups and put up posters in car 
parks. 

Yet it accepted letters to blue badge 
holders were delayed to mid-April 
due to problems sourcing all the 
addresses. 

Yet Ombudsman Dr Jane Martin 
said: "The council failed to take into 
account the fact that blue badge 
holders and evening users would 
have had no reason to use the ticket 
machine. 

"Therefore, any notice displayed 
there would have been futile in terms

of notifying them of any change." 

She said four out of the five 
motorists who had complained to her 
lived outside the area, so would not 
have known of changes. 

Yet she did not criticise the deci¬ 
sion to introduce the new charges 
and said extra signs put up on April 
14 had put the matter right. 

Council leader Barry Wood said he 
was "disappointed". 

He added: "This authority went 
over and above the legal require¬ 
ments to ensure that changes to park¬ 


ing charges were communicated well 
in advance of implementation." 

The council scrapped evening 
charges and fees for blue badge hold¬ 
ers using a disabled bay from 
November after an outcry. 

Although the Ombudsman did not 
order Cherwell to repay all of the 
£11,600 parking fines between April 
4 and 13, the council said, instead it 
"chose to go further than the five test 
cases and and pay back all blue 
badge and evening charges within 
the specified period".

Club's licence review 


calms

A CLUB, which is at the centre of police concerns over a 
number of fights that have broken out there, has been 
allowed to keep serving bottled beer so as not to put off 
"high end" customers. 

The Chapel, Banbury, has been given permission to serve five 
premium brands, despite police concerns over bottle attacks. 

Thames Valley Police brought a review of the Horsefair club's 
licence and last week supported new conditions to cut down on 
attacks. 

Club solicitor Jonathan Smith backed plastic glasses - except for 
five "premium" brands like Corona, and sparkling wine and 
Champagne. 

He told a council committee: "To put one of those into a 
polycarbonate, you are going to lose, to be frank, the higher end 
customers." 

Four "floor walkers" collect bottles as a priority, he said, and 
locked bottle bins are put out. 

Bottles had never been banned under the club's premises licence, 
he said. 

Police acted following 104 recorded incidents in about two years, 
including a brawl in September when a bottle was smashed over a 
clubber's head. 

Matthew Newman, a club manager, was questioned by councillors 
over a drunk girl he let into the club. 

He said: "She stood up straight and spoke clearly. After that police 
came up and said to me, 'You have just let a drunk female in'. 

"I hold my hands up. I made a mistake." 

A raft of conditions on the licence were agreed by Cherwell 
District Council members last Thursday. 

The last entry will be cut from 3am to 2am, for nights that run to 
4am, from Thursday, March 15. This does not 
include workers who have just finished at 
other bars. 

A high-resolution CCTV camera will film 
the dance floor and maximum admission will 
be cut from 410 to 387 patrons. 

There will be more door staff and the 
sound system will be turned down to help 
them hear better, the licensing sub committee 
said. 

Three door staff will be on duty for the first 
200 customers allowed in and another staff 
member will be added for every further 100 - 
making five staff on a full night, the club 
pledged. 

Four to five currently work weekends and 
the licence will demand at least three, 
compared to two at present. 

Door staff will evict those involved in 
fights at different times and from the back 
and front entrance to avoid fights outside. 

Police licensing officer Laura Morris said: 

"Everything we had concerns about has been 
addressed. 

"Putting the conditions together as a whole 
will have a big impact." 

Mr Newman said: "We are happy that we 
have been able to work with Thames Valley 
Police to formalise a set of measures that will 
continue to ensure that these premises 
operate in a safe and responsible manner." 

He said of the premium brands: "We are 
anxious to ensure that our customers should 
continue to enjoy these premium products in 
glassware, rather than them being decanted 
into polycarbonate."

PLANS to build a new Sainsbury's 
on the edge of Chipping Norton 
have received almost 700 letters 
of objection. 

West Oxfordshire District Council's 
officers have recommended refusing 
permission for the store, in the former 
Parker Knoll site in London Road. 

Chipping Norton Town Council, 
Oxfordshire County Council 
Highways, campaign groups, Holy 
Trinity Catholic Primary School and 
675 residents wrote to object. 

Concerns included the 5,145 sq m 
store's impact on traffic levels, 
pollution and the viability of the town 
centre. 

Planning officers said it had not 
been demonstrated the store would 
not have a "significantly harmful 
impact" on the town centre's vitality 
and viability. 

Scoots (Stop Chippy's Out Of Town 
Supermarket) spokesman Steve Piltz 
said: "We hope the councillors will 
see common sense and support the 
refusal. 


"The store will increase traffic four 
fold, the pollution will increase 
dramatically and, on the economic 
front, the likelihood is that the town 
centre will be devastated." 

Sainsbury's spokesman Jodie Wales 
said: "We have provided West 
Oxfordshire District Council with 
evidence which we believe addresses 
the reasons for refusal outlined in the 
committee report. We are, therefore, 
disappointed with the 
recommendation to refuse our 
application. 

"Over 1,100 local households 
responded to our recent consultation 
and more than half supported our 
plans, as a new store in Chipping 
Norton would offer more food 
shopping choice. 

"It would also avoid the expense of 
travelling to other nearby competing 
towns for a main food shop, as well as 
creating up to 200 full- and part-time 
new job opportunities for local 
people." 

West Oxfordshire District Council's 
uplands area planning subcommittee 
will decide on the scheme on Monday 
at the council's Woodgreen offices.

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'False hope' of NHS cosmetic surgery 


COUNTY doctors have been told to 
stop referring patients for cosmetic 
procedures - as they are unlikely to 
be carried out. 

Cash-strapped administrators have 
issued guidance telling GPs not to 
directly refer patients to hospital for 


treatment, saying health authority 
bosses should make decisions. 

Requests must instead go through 
the NHS Oxfordshire health 
authority, it says. 

Few of these are approved, just 
45 out of 403 from 2008 to 2011. 


New guidance says: "Referring 
patients for treatments that can only 
be funded in exceptional 
circumstances may raise false 
expectations." 

These include breast uplifts, face 
lifts, tattoo removal and liposuction. 


Verdict on 
teen's roof 
plunge 



Matthew Measures 


A TEENAGER, who plunged 
from the roof of a car park, 
may have fallen while trying 
to get a better mobile phone 
signal, a coroner suggested. 

Matthew Measures was 
also battling depression 
caused by a skin condition 
and his AS level results when 
he broke into the locked 
Bolton Road multi-storey in 
Banbury in the middle of the 
night, the inquest at Oxford 
Coroner's Court heard. 

The 17-year-old, of 
Broughton Road, Banbury, 
had consumed enough 
alcohol to make an adult 
drunk and had become lost 
on his way home when he 
stumbled on the locked car 
park. 

Coroner Nicholas 
Gardiner recorded an open 
verdict saying there was not 
enough evidence to rule he 
had taken his own life. 

"He might have gone to 
the top of the car park either 
to get a better view or a 
better signal," he said. 

"I cannot attribute this to 
an act of self-harm. In these 
circumstances, I have to 
record an open verdict." 

Philip Measures, 

Matthew's father, said 
following verdict: "We are 
devastated by his loss. 

"We all miss him deeply. 
He was a lovely boy and had 
everything to live for. I'll 
remember his loving and 
caring personality. He loved 
his water polo, sailing and 
swimming." 


HS2 protest 
group to 
stage public 
meeting

VILLAGERS will hold a public 
meeting to launch an opposition 
campaign over controversial 
Government plans for a high¬ 
speed rail scheme on their 
doorstep. 

Action group Villages of Oxfordshire 
Opposed to HS2 (VoxOpp), is urging 
anyone who may be affected by the rail 
proposals to go along to the meeting on 
Friday, March 9. 

On the agenda will be compensa¬ 
tion, concerns about property prices 
and the launch of a fighting fund. 

Banbury MP Tony Baldry, one of the 
MPs pressing for compensation, will 
speak at the meeting alongside local 
councillors and estate agent Michael 
Grahams. 

In January the Government 
announced it would press ahead with 
proposals for a £32bn high-speed rail 
link between London and Birmingham. 

The 250mph trains will skirt villages 
in North Oxfordshire, including 
Finmere and Mixbury. 

VoxOpp spokesman Mark Barton 
said: "At the moment there is no com¬ 
pensation scheme planned for sufferers 
of HS2, so we are trying to get public 
support for an MPs' group working on a 
compensation scheme. 

"We are also trying to inform the 
local people about the issues of HS2. 

"At the moment people don't realise 
how badly they will be affected." 

He added: "The route is subject to 
change at will. Once the environmental 
impact assessment has been carried

out, the route of the rail line has the 
potential to change. 

"Even if people think they are safe, 
they should come along so they can 
find out what actions they may need to 
take in the future." 

The protest group will also set out a 
campaign to fight the proposal and 
launch an appeal to raise £5,000 so res¬ 
idents can be represented as the Bill 
goes through the relevant stages in 
Parliament. 

The meeting takes place at the town 
hall, Market Place, Brackley, on Friday, 
March 9, at 7.30pm

Tough hiking challenge 
is back on the calendar 


PULL on your hiking boots 
and pack some sandwiches, 
as the 50-mile Tour De Trigs 
event is back. 

After two years away, the 
trek across three counties - 
which was first held in the 
mid 1960s - has been 
confirmed for Saturday, 
December 1, and Sunday, 
December 2. 

Top times for the cross¬ 
country hike are 13 to 14 
hours, while the three-person 
teams are allowed a 
maximum 24 hours. 

Teams set off at 10am from 
Warriner School, Bloxham, 
and many return in the dead 
of night. The drop-out rate hit 
80 per cent some years. 

The 2010 event was 
cancelled over fears about 
severe frost, while red tape, 
including criminal records 
bureau checks, saw last year 
axed. 

Organiser Ron Sangster 
said: “It is mainly at night so 
it is mostly a stamina 


exercise. It is very tough. It 
is one of the toughest hikes 
in the country.” 

Entrants are encouraged to 
get sponsorship for a charity 
of their choice, he said. 

Mr Sangster said: “We 
have never really publicised it 
as a charity event, so we 
think we could raise quite a 
lot.” 

Financial support has this 
year been provided by the 
Rotary Club of Banbury and 
Banbury Charities, which 
gives cash to town causes. 

But Mr Sangster said he 
would be too busy on the day 
to take part himself but, 
having competed in the 
inaugural 1966 event, has 
earned his Tour De Trigs 
stripes. 

He said: “I was 16 or 17. It 
was tough. In those days 
there wasn’t all the 
organisation to support it. 

“It was a case of one 
person looking after first aid. 
It was a case of putting 2p 
coins in telephone boxes to 
call off-road vehicles with 
rescue teams.” 

A 30-mile junior course for

14- to 18-year-olds will run 
alongside the main adult 
walk. 

The route is kept secret 
until the day to test walkers’ 
navigational skills. 

Medics and support staff 
are posted around the 
Oxfordshire, Warwickshire 
and Northamptonshire route 
to help stragglers. 

Jeremy Wilton, 48, took 


part for the first time in 2009 
and said it was “bloody hard 
work”. 

He said: “It is physically 
quite hard but mentally 
tougher. 

“It gets to 4am and all you 
are thinking about is getting 
to the next rest station and 
having a sit down and a cup 
of tea.” 

The Marlborough Road, 


Banbury, resident, who 
completed the trek in 22- 
and-a-half hours, said: 
“Funnily enough I only had 
an hour’s sleep. 

“But my calfs ached like 
anything.

The £1.2m affordable homes 
project was aimed at young 
people and provided training 
for 20, aged 16 to 25. 

Work started in December 
2010 and was completed with 
the support of Oxford and 
Cherwell Valley College. 

Mr Baldry said: "This is a 
really good project. I think 
nearly everyone who was on 
the scheme has found work in 
the construction industry." 

The Conservative added: 
"This has been a model scheme 
of providing skills for young 


people and some new housing 
for young people." 

It was a partnership between 
housing provider Sanctuary 
Group, Southwark Habitat for 
Humanity, Cherwell District 
Council, Connexions and the 
college. 

The unemployed have been 
given a further boost with the 
announcement that a centre to 
train youngsters will launch 
tomorrow. 

The Foundation Learning 
Centre is aimed at helping peo¬ 
ple living in affordable housing 
who are not currently in 
employment, education or 
training. 

The centre will offer qualifi¬ 
cations including diplomas, 
apprenticeships and GCSEs. 


Initial services will be for 16- to 
18-year-olds and adults later 
this year. 

The George Street centre will 
be run by YMCA Training with 
Cherwell District Council, 
which has put in £60,000, and 
Sanctuary Housing, which 
owns the building. 

Anne Linsey, YMCA Training 
chief executive, said: "We're 
really excited to be working 
with our partners to improve 
the prospects of people within 
the Banbury area." 

Sanctuary head of local part¬ 
nerships, Harjinder Lota, said: 
"This new centre at the heart of 
Banbury will be an invaluable 
community resource."

Man jailed over bid to steal £6,700 batteries 


A 40-YEAR-OLD man was jailed for 
stealing batteries worth £6,700 from 
an industrial unit in Banbury. 

Arthur Stokes stole the batteries 
from kitchen equipment manufacturer 
Karcher UK Ltd in Beaumont Road 
while he was subject to a suspended 
sentence for another offence. 

Stokes, of The Beeches, Chipping 
Norton, admitted taking the batteries, 
each worth £268, on November 27 last 


year. He was arrested by police at the 
site after the alarm was raised by a 
security guard. 

Stokes initially tried to claim that he 
was legitimately collecting them, 
producing paperwork that on closer 
inspection turned out to be a label 
from one of the batteries. 

Judge Anthony King, sitting at 
Oxford Crown Court on Friday, told 
Stokes: "This was a piece of deliberate 


thieving. Theft of metal at the moment 
is absolutely rife. 

"Those caught doing that must 
understand that they will suffer 
consequences as a result." 

Stokes was given an eight-month 
prison sentence for theft. 

His six-month suspended sentence 
was also activated, meaning he will be 
locked up for a total of 14 months.

■ Professor and Archbishop debate origins of the human race 


Head-to-head 
birth of life

THE world's most famous 
atheist admitted he warmed 
up for the debate of his life 
by singing hymns in the 
shower. 

Last Thursday Professor 
Richard Dawkins, who lives in 
Chipping Norton, went head-to- 
head with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Rowan Williams, at a 
packed-out Sheldonian Theatre, 
Oxford. 

They spent an hour and a half 
discussing "the nature of human 
beings and the question of their 
ultimate origin" as some 1,000 
people looked on. 

The sold-out event, which had 
been organised by Oxford 
University's Theology 

Department, was chaired by 
philosopher Sir Anthony Kenny. 

As they began, Prof Dawkins 
said: "I was singing to myself in 
the shower this morning and I 
realised it was a hymn, which we 
probably all know." 


Though he refused to sing the 
hymn, he did drop a hint. 

The former professor for the 
public understanding of science 
at Oxford University said the laws 
of physics were "a thing most 
wonderful, almost too wonderful 
to be". 

One of the main disagreements 
between the two figures was over 
the need to use God to explain 
the universe. 

Prof Dawkins put to Dr 
Williams: "Why do you want to 
clutter up your world view with 
something so messy as a God?" 

Dr Williams disagreed, saying 
he didn't believe God had to be 
"shoehorned" in. 

In a debate, which covered a 
wide range of topics, Dr Williams 
put to Prof Dawkins: "Darwin 
doesn't seem to have much to say 
on consciousness and one of the 
things that makes me wary of it 
(the theory of evolution) is this 
problem." 

Prof Dawkins admitted the idea 
of consciousness was "deeply 
mysterious" and it could not be 


explained but said the problem 
would probably eventually be 
solved by "a combination of neu¬ 
roscience and computer sci¬ 
ence". 

As well as a packed 
Sheldonian, the debate was 
streamed online so millions 
around the world could watch it 
firsthand. 

Lord Patten, the chancellor of 
the university, said: "The fact that 
the Sheldonian is packed and the 
fact that this is being streamed 
live highlights the importance of 
this event. 

"It is wonderful that they have 
both come to Oxford this after¬ 
noon and we are tremendously 
gratefu I." 

Late last year Prof Dawkins 
refused to share a stage in the 
Sheldonian with American 
philosopher William Lane Craig, 
accusing him of "self-promotion". 

This led to Prof Craig's backers 
buying advertising space on the 
side of 30 Stagecoach buses 
which read: "There's probably no 
Dawkins".

Lost money could have paid for 1,360 hip replacements 


Counting the £2.7m 


cost of wasted pills 


MORE than £2.7m worth of unused medicines 
are returned unopened to Oxfordshire 
pharmacies each year. 

But the problem could be costing the NHS four 
times as much — with about a further £8m worth of 
unused drugs languishing in people's medicine

cupboards, health bosses have claimed. 

This money could have been used to pay for 
approximately 1,360 hip replacements, 1,160 heart by¬ 
pass operations, or 10,800 cataract operations. 

The news comes as NHS Oxfordshire, the county's 
primary care trust, urges patients to complete their 
courses of medication, and think twice before ordering 
more. 

Julie Dandridge, NHS Oxfordshire's Medicines Waste 
lead, said: "It's estimated that £2.7m of medicines are 
returned to pharmacies and surgeries in Oxfordshire 
each year. 

"But the amount lying in people's medicine cabinets 
or cupboards could be up to four times that figure. 

"Everyone involved in prescribing, dispensing or 
reviewing medicines needs to make sure that patients 
are involved in making decisions about their treatment 
and that more medicines are taken as recommended." 

Unopened medicines can be returned to pharmacies 
across the county. 

But because of strict safety rules they cannot be 
reused. Instead they are taken to huge incinerators 
across the country and destroyed. 

Ms Dandridge said: "In the same way you wouldn't 
want a joint of meat you have returned to the 
supermarket to end up back on the shelves, we would 
not reuse unopened medicines." 

The appeal to stop wasting medication is part of a 


national drive to cut back on around £90m of wasted 
prescriptions across the country. 

Among the most wasted drugs are inhalers for asthma 
sufferers and repeat prescriptions for things like 
painkillers for people with a host of illnesses. 

Dr John Galuszka, a GP from the Victoria House 
Surgery, in Bicester, said: "There are a number of 
reasons why medicines are going to waste, including 
people no longer taking or using the drugs. Others may 
be put at risk if unwanted medicines are left in the 
home. 

"If anyone has any unused medicines at home, we 
would encouraging them to take them back to the 
pharmacy for safe disposal and have a chat with the 
pharmacist about their medicines on how to use them 
more effectively." 

GPs and pharmacists across Oxfordshire have been 
urged to discuss prescriptions more carefully with 
patients to make sure they are getting the appropriate 
medication. 

Ms Dandridge said: "Unwanted drugs in the home 
may mean that patients are not getting the benefit they 
could be from their medicines. It also represents a large 
amount of waste. 

"We want patients on repeat prescriptions to think 
about what they are ordering and only ask for what they 
need and are running out of. 

"Any other medicines can be dispensed when needed 
at a later date, as once medicines have been dispensed, 
they cannot be recycled."

Fears over countryside's planning guard 


HALF of Oxfordshire's countryside 
is at greater risk of development 
because of controversial reforms, a 
campaign group has said. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England said 52 per cent would get 
less protection under new rules. 

This rises to 87 per cent in and 
around Banbury, CPRE research 
claims. 

This is an area where the local 
council does not have a specific 
policy on countryside development. 

The CPRE argues that 
"undesignated" areas, such as 
these, will be more vulnerable 
under new Government plans. The 
Government's controversial 


"national planning policy 
framework" proposes changing 
planning rules so there is a 
presumption in favour of 
"sustainable development". 

But the CPRE's head of planning, 
Fiona Howie, said: "Ministers have 
provided no reassurance that the 
final policy framework will 
recognise the value of the wider, 
undesignated countryside that 
makes up more than half of 
England's rural landscape." 

She said: "If we are to avoid 
damaging the character of rural 
areas by making it easier for 
inappropriate, speculative building 
to take place - a bungalow here, a 


distribution shed there - decision 
makers must be encouraged to take 
account of the intrinsic value of the 
wider countryside when 
considering development 
proposals." 

But Communities and Local 
Government department 
spokesman Sian Williams said: "We 
are determined to deliver a simpler 
planning system that makes 
absolutely clear the Government's 
intention to provide the homes and 
jobs that the next generation needs, 
while protecting our priceless 
countryside. 

"New developments will still get 
a balanced hearing."

RESIDENTS could soon pay council bills and parking fines at 
Oxfordshire post offices as part of a pilot scheme to keep 
branches busy. 

OxfordsEiire County Council Eiopes to work with post offices to see 
if they can save money and support the community facilities. 

Oxfordshire is just one of 25 areas nationally that will test out the 
scheme, with post offices offering council services like taking pay¬ 


ments for business rates, licence 
fees, council tax, and parking 
fines. 

The news comes three years 
after 22 branches were shut 
across Oxfordshire. 

One former postmaster wel¬ 
comed the new initiative. He 
said: "It is right to do this. To put 
the customer first and protect the 
people working there. 

"People need a local post 
office and this is good news. 

"Post offices are the heart of 
the community - an informal 
meeting place." 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith 
said: "It has to be welcomed as 
we want to defend our post 
offices. 

"But there is still this issue 
where post offices close due to 
some other reason and aren't 
replaced. 

"There still could be a creep¬ 
ing loss of post offices and we 
need to see action to see them 
reopened." 

County council spokesman 
Gemma Watts said: "Oxfordshire 
County Council has agreed to 
become one of 25 'pathfinder' 
authorities to link with the Post 
Office to help improve its servic¬ 
es. 

"The outcome is still under dis¬ 
cussion." 

Local councillor Jean Fooks 
said: "Enabling more council 

services to be offered through 
local post offices is a saving for 
the councils and, therefore, the 
council taxpayers

Raid on rare classics 


MEMBERS of a family-run clas¬ 
sic vehicle dealership are reeling 
from their first burglary in more 
than 40 years of business. 

Thieves broke into the Middle 
Aston business, between 
Saturday, February 18, and 
Monday, February 20, and stole 
valuable classic motorcycles. 

They also took headlamps and 
radiator caps from cars dating 
back to 1911. 

It is believed the cost of the 
stolen items could be as much as 
£25,000. 

Vintage dealer Mark Elder 
said: “It is quite sad really. They 
took a large quantity of car mas¬ 
cots, some of which are totally 
irreplaceable. 

“And then they took a selec¬ 
tion of brass lamps and 
headlamps from a lot of 
pre-war cars.” 

The pieces were taken 
between 5pm on Saturday 
and 8am on Monday, 
though Mr Elder said they 
thought it was most likely 
to have been Sunday 
evening. 

The business, which Mr 
Elder did not wish to name, 
has been run by his father

since 1971. 

He said: “We’ve never been 
broken into before. And we don’t 
think this was a random crime. 
They weren’t just after the metal. 

“The headlamps were taken off 
the cars with delicacy, they were 
very careful, so we think they 
knew what they were doing. 

“We’re just coming to terms 
with it really, this is the first 
problem we’ve had like this in 41 
years.” 

The thieves got in through a 
sliding door, before cutting off 
electricity to the building. 

They then spent time disabling 


and taping the alarm, before 
smashing it. 

Mr Elder said: “They must 
have been around before, to see 
what everything looked like and 
where it all was. 

“We obviously get a lot of cus¬ 
tomers in during the day, looking 
round the cars.” 

The three vintage motorbikes 
taken were a red 1950 Royal 
Enfield 125cc, a black 1954 
Brockhouse Indian Brave 250cc 
and a red 1959 Motobi Ardizio 
125cc. 

The headlamps, radiator caps 
and mascots were taken from 
makes including Rolls-Royce, 
Bentley, Morris, MG, Rover and 
Austin, with manufacture dates 
varying between 1911 and 1937. 
PC Bryn Smith said: 
“Some of these items were 
priceless, due to their age 
and rarity. 

“I would like to speak to 
anyone who may have wit¬ 
nessed this incident or saw 
anything suspicious in 
Middle Aston area over the 
weekend.”

EMILY Hufton, ballet mistress for the 
Vienna Festival Ballet, has the best of 
both worlds as far as she's concerned - 
dancing every night in some of the most 
famous ballets of all time, while looking 
after the company's ballerinas.

But even the most dedicated dancers must 
get exhausted by the constant touring after a 
while? "Yes, you do get really tired and 
Swan Lake is very hard on the girls because 
you are on stage for over two hours. So it's 
tough and draining but you also appreciate 
that you're working every day to achieve 
something." 

For those of us who haven't seen Swan 
Lake , Emily can't rate it too highly. She said: 
"The music is stunning. It's a beautiful score 
and that for me is one of the most enjoyable 
things. Plus there are so many different 
characters, it gives you the full ballet 
experience. And you get to see real 
personality in the dancing because that's 
what the role requires." 

So any messages for all the wanna-be 
ballerinas out there? "If you really want 
something, you can do it. I had people at 
ballet school saying 'That class isn't ideal for 
you' but then you get other people who are 
really encouraging. So, if it's what you really 
want to do, do it to the best of your abilities. 

"In the meantime, I want to make the 


most of every opportunity and do everything 
I haven't done. I feel middle-aged as a 
dancer," Emily admits, "because you have to 
have the energy to go out there every night 
and give it your all. And it's getting slightly 
harder, which is why I'm ballet mistressing 
(mentoring) as well - but at the moment I 
have the best of both worlds. 

"When I'm ready to scale things down, I'll 
probably teach or set up a ballet school. But 
there are lots of other opportunities out 
there. I could learn midwifery or go back to 
university - but I could never stop dancing 
because I dance when I wash-up and when I 
clean and cook." 

And as Emily turns, ready to go back to 
rehearsals, I ask if any of her Oxford family 
will be coming to The Mill next Saturday? 
"Oh yes, I usually have about ten people in 
the audience if we come to Banbury. 

"My parents and sister will be there with 
their friends. They tend to sit really near the 
front, which can be quite off-putting," she 
laughs.

Instructions from their boss 
Collins (Angela Bassett) to be 
discreet are gleefully ignored, 
leading to a high-profile shootout. 

To lighten the mood, ladies' man 
FDR helps shy and gallant Tuck to 



dip his toes back into the dating 
pool by creating a flattering profile 
for his friend on a relationships 
website. 

Soon after, Tuck accepts a first 
date with Lauren (Reese 
Witherspoon), a beautiful consumer 
testing manager. 

Tuck is instantly smitten. 

Soon after the date, FDR also 
encounters Lauren and he too falls 
for her. 

Armed with a dazzling array of 
hi-tech gadgetry, FDR and Tuck 
compete against each other to win 
Lauren's heart. 

She is torn between the two men,

DARREN Turner will race the new 
Banbury-prepared Aston Martin 
Vantage GTE in the FIA World 
Endurance Championship this year, 
alongside Stefan Mucke and Adrian 
Fernandez.

Small cars have always been big 
business in the car world, but now 
they are huge. 

The downsizing move started at 
the end of the last decade, but with 
economies shrinking and wallets 
tightening, some analysts are pre¬ 
dicting that superminis will account 
for one in three of all European car 
sales by 2014. 

All this is surprisingly good news 
for car buyers, as supermini specifi¬ 
cation continues to rise to meet the 
aspirations of people who want to 
downsize with no intention of mov¬ 
ing downmarket. 

Kia, a rising star of a carmaker, 
has always been good at packing in 
equipment to its compact cars, but 
with its build quality now streets 
ahead of its early days, the fixtures, 
fittings and feel of the new Rio start 
to look really impressive. 

Longer, wider and lower than the 
model it replaces, the overall aura of 
the Rio is of a European, if not 
Germanic-built, hatchback, with 
solid ride, taut handling and a clean, 
quality feel about the interior. 

The three-cylinder instrument 
cluster and dashboard is clearly 
laid-out, with a new set of toggle 
switches on the centre stack. Seats 
are large, firm and supportive and 
add to the solid feel. 

Powering the test car was a 1.4- 


litre, four-cylinder diesel engine, 
delivering 89 horsepower. The car 
carried the EcoDynamics badge 
which involves a package of fuel¬ 
saving, C02-reducing measures, 
including a 'Intelligent Stop & Go' 
engine technology, low rolling 
resistance tyres, a drag-reducing 
front grille, gearshift indicator and 
rear spoiler. 

Linked to a six-speed manual 
gearbox, on paper it offers the 
prospect of up to 70mpg in day-to- 
day driving, but over almost 500 
miles of urban crawl and motorway 
driving I could only manage 
60.7mpg. 

Another of the engine choices is a 
1.1-litre, three-cylinder, turbodiesel 
which, Kia claims, has lower fuel 
consumption and C02 emissions 
than any other non-electric car on 
sale in the world. 

Competing against the big hitters 
in the supermini market, like the

ONE in three used cars still has 
potentially hidden history, 
according to an analysis of 
more than 10 million checks 
carried out by HPI. 

The most common danger is 

outstanding finance, with one 
in four cars still having debt 
attached to it. 

A new buyer could be liable for all 
outstanding finance and if he 
or she can't pay it, the car 
could be reclaimed with no 
compensation. 

HPI reports that 19 cars every day 
are found to be stolen in the 
process of its checks. Many 
others are never checked and 


go undiscovered. Other 
hazards include buying an 
insurance write-off that has 
been illegally repaired. 

A furthersix per cent have been 
'clocked', where the mileage is 
falsified and reduced to raise 
the apparent value of the car. 
This can be very costly to fall 
foul of, because it can mean 
missed or inappropriate 
services, late essential 
maintenance and potentially 
critical damage being caused. 

One in five has had a number plate 
change. Many cars have been 
given personalised plates but 
fraudsters can use them to try 


to hide a car's past. The 
registration number should 
always be checked against the 
car's chassis number.

Mazda MX-5 'Venture Edition' 
roadster has been announced 
in a limited run of 800 units 
split two ways, to include 550 
2.0-litre hard-top models and 
250 1.8-litre soft-tops.
